E- Trappist Monks of the Abbey of Gethsemane in Kentucky have recorded 
for Columbia (LP record ML-54394) some of the Gregorian chants which 
play so important a part in their liturgical life. Created as they were to point 
out the spiritual content of a sacred text, they are particularly appropriate for 
Christmas giving, Thomas Merton, whose books describe the Trappists’ life 
and creed (his latest, Ascent to Truth, appeared this fall), has written an ex- 


cellent commentary, explaining the meaning of the chants, whose economy of 


means and depth of expression make them among the most affecting of all re- 
ligious music.... Two perennially favorite symphonies are available on new 
LP releases, Beethoven’s Symphony No. 7 in A Major (Columbia record 
ML-4414), broadly interpreted by Bruno Walter and the New York Philhar- 
monic, and Schubert’s Symphony No. 8 in B Minor (“Unfinished”), tenderly 
unfolded by Arturo Toscanini and the NBC Symphony Orchestra (RCA Victor 
record LM-54). . . . The Symphonie Fantastique, probably Berlioz’ greatest 
composition, rich in content and bursting with orchestral effects, has been 
recorded by Pierre Monteux and the San Francisco Symphony on RCA Victor 
LP record LM-1131. Mr. Monteux's sympathetic and sensitive interpretation 
captures the drama without forcing and still pays due attention to details... . 
The late Arnold Schénberg’s Concerto for String Quartet and Orchestra, based 
on the Handel Concerto Grosso, Op. 6, No. 7, is a free and fascinating 
transformation of a classical composition by an uncompromising modernist. 
Having been written in such a fashion that the change seems to take place 
before your very ears it should serve as an excellent bridge for those who 
feel they ought to appreciate Mr. Schönberg, but so far, don't. The Janssen 
Symphony Orchestra of Los Angeles, conducted by Werner Janssen, perform 
it on Columbia LP record ML-4406, along with the Bach-Mozart Preludes and. 
Fugues Nos. 1 and 2. . . . If you want to help somebody get acquainted with a 
modern composer, consider Columbia's “Meet the Composer" series. Their Stra- 
vinsky LP record ML-4398, for example, presents him conducting and playing 


such works as Ebony Concerto, Ode, Fireworks and Russian Maiden's Song.

on an old team 


The pine tree is older than Christmas, yet there's no end to the new 
designs that can be turned out of its wood. Early Colonial craftsmen 
used pine because it was close at hand, easy to work with, sturdy and 
good-looking. These are the same qualities that appealed to Menasha 
of Rockford (makers of wooden ware for a hundred years) when 
they called in designer Ernest L. Swarts to create a new group of 
pine furniture for them. In his search for a typical American motif, 
designer Swarts crisscrossed the country and finally found it on his 
bookshelf in a book about Early American decoration by Wallace 
Nutting. He liked the shape of an old pewter sugar spoon and adapted 
it for his drawer pulls. He used caning on the backs of the chairs. 
Contemporary rather than rustic in feeling, the new Pinesboro pieces 
blend with other types of furniture from a modern sectional sofa to 
an 18th-century wing chair. The chair backs, chest aprons and leg 
supports are curved as gracefully as the hipline of a Dior dress. To 
point up the warmth and livability of the furniture, we show it to you 
in the dining bay of a country living room, opposite. You can plan 
a room similar to this by referring to the floor plan and ideas, right. 
The furniture is shown here in a copper-brown finish, but you can have 
the same pieces in a lighter, gray-blond tone. The Pinesboro group is 
at The Dayton Company in Minneapolis, which urged Menasha to 
make this furniture for the informal kind of rooms that are sprouting 
up all over America. Shopping information about this room scheme is 


on page 299. Close-ups of the hardware and the chests are on page 284.

* An oval table (54" long) promotes 
conversation and can be used for 
cards after dinner. The concave leg 
supports make room for seating. 
You can add two leaves and extend 
the table to 86" for large gatherings. 
* Armchairs with cane-webbed backs 
and upholstered seats are com- 
fortable throughout dinner and into 
the evening. can be extra pull-up 
chairs in the sitting area.

In West Texas, where dog days can last all summer 
and dust storms blow up in any season, Texans are 
creating a new kind of “self-centered” house. The one 
that Mr. and Mrs. Andrew A. Bradford built in Mid- 
land swings around a terrace and pool, but the in- 
leriors are essentially introverted and completely air- 
conditioned. *When it's often too hot, too cold or too 
gritty to go out of doors," the Bradfords explain, *you 
want a lot of variety, restfulness and space inside of your 
house.” California architect Burton A. Schutt’s plan 
(page 258) uses the house as a windbreak to dusty

Turkey plays 


a return engagement 


No Thanksgiving turkey ever played a one-night stand, says 


Marian Maeve O’Brien. Here are seven repeat performances 


onsider, for a moment, the production that our annual Thanksgiv- 
C ing dinner has become. It takes, to produce it, almost as much time, 
thought, care and work as it does to produce a Broadway play. It needs, 
first of all, a stage—a table sparkling with our dearest possessions. A 
producer is necessary, too, and this is Madame Housewife herself, with or 
without assistants, planning. executing and timing. Then an audience— 
all the loved ones whom we want to have around us on such a beloved day. 
And, most important of all, a cast—headed, of course, by King Turkey. 

It takes no wit at all to make him a success at the first performance; 
stuffing, roasting, browning and all the other mechanics of the Thanksgiv- 
ing stage business are so well understood now that they are matters that 
almost take care of themselves. The return engagements, though (and 
there will be return engagements, of course, no turkey ever made a one- 
night stand!) demand all of our talents in the way of imagination and 
invention if they're to deserve the same warm-hearted applause that 
greeted the first appearance. Here are seven guises in which the noble bird 
may follow that initial dramatic triumph, any or all of which will be just 
as delectable as the first creamy slice that curled under the carver’s knife. 

In preparation for the re-appearances, let's salvage what's left of the 
carcass by extracting the essence of the wonderful turkey flavor. Break 
up whatever bones you may have, even the very small ones, and place in 
a pressure cooker.

How- 
ever, to my relief, the response of press and public 
was extremely generous; the real accolade came a 
few weeks later when I received a letter from Mr. 
Bing asking me whether I would like to do another 
opera for him “next season.” I felt greatly honored 
and elated. I read a little further. “What,” wrote 
Mr. Bing, “about Aida?” I turned pale. 

I had visions of huge choral ensembles, masses 
of armies, slaves, populace and four-footed beasts of 
doubtful tractability and unsanitary habits; also 
of encrustations of tradition unknown to me but 
deeply prized by sopranos and by their faithful pub- 
lic. I wrote, rather feebly, to Mr. Bing asking whether 
I couldn't do a nice, cozy little opera with more 
comedy and less manpower. But I hadn't much 


hope: Mr. Bing is a remarkably determined indi- 
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vidual and if he had really made up his mind that 
he wanted me to do Aida, I had a feeling that I should 
end up by doing Aida. I am. 

By Christmas, I had spent hours with the opera's 
score and two volumes of Aida recordings. Early in 
January I began conferring with Fausto Cleva, the 
conductor to be, Rolf Gerard, the designer and the 
Met "top brass." Everybody had pretty clear ideas 
about what they didn't want; these taboos included 
painted canvas temples whose columns waved at 
the touch of every passerby—this from Mr. Gerard; 
a chorus distribution which compelled sixteen of 
the Egyptian “populace” to sing the music of the 
Ethiopian "prisoners" as a sort of ventriloquial 
doubling act—this from Kurt Adler, the chorus mas- 
ter; an upstage-center “God” whose worshippers 
had to sing facing the audience with their backs to 
him—from Dr. Cleva; "the usual dreadful Nile 
scene" and “all those wobbling sphinxes"—Mr.

Over my whole life, books have been my best, my most 
faithful, most interesting friends. It is a wonderful thing to 
have the great intellects of all time as companions in one's own 
house. Whereas it is a lot of trouble to arrange a dinner party 
at which the guests will get along well and make good conver- 
sation, the humblest reader, ensconced in his library, can sit in 
on a circle of the most profound, the most brilliant talkers. 
With a gesture, he can touch off a dialogue between Balzac and 
Sainte-Beuve, Flaubert and George Sand. He can evoke the 
ghost of Valéry, discourse with Goethe. These good friends are 
easy to get in touch with because he himself selected their 
places with loving care. Behind my desk are the poets and the 
philosophers because I want them within easy reach; in front 
are writers of memoirs, Saint-Simon, Retz; on the furthest 
shelf the Latin and Greek authors shine; in a neighboring 
room are the brightly-covered English and Americans. 

The most agonizing day of my life was the one when, after 
four years of occupation, I returned to my house to find no 
trace of you, my silent friends. Some petty officer of the Ges- 
tapo had loaded you into a sinister truck and sent you into cap- 
tivity, where, I knew not. The long walls were bare, the library 
deserted. I sat down disconsolately in this room which had once 
been yours. Instinctively I gravitated to the shelves where 
you had lived.

When it comes to out-and-out bad literature, elimination 
should be swift and pitiless. Never allow piles of books, about 
which you have not made up your mind, to form on tables. 
That is the moment when the mistress of the house can justi- 
fiably complain of disorder and dust. One good method is to 
set aside a corner for new books where the family’s day-to- 
day literary nourishment is available. At the end of every 
month, husband, wife and children can nominate the candi- 
dates for immortality. Books which nobody has a good word 
for can be sold, or better, given away. For no one verdict is 


absolute, What you may loathe could give joy to another. 


H” should one arrange books? Everyone has his own 
-K ideas on this subject. Public libraries run by states or 
towns have their method of “decimal classification." The pri- 
vate bibliophile wants something more imaginative. Charles 
Du Bos grouped his according to the affinity of minds. Chekov 
became the neighbor of Marcus Aurelius because he was a 
stoic, but also of Katherine Mansfield because he was reticent 
and sensitive. Mérimée was not too far from Stendhal and 
Benjamin Constant. As for me, I have few hard and fast rules 
beyond keeping in my own room the books that I read every 
day and relegating to far corners of the house those which one 
must own but probably reads rarely. In cramped quarters. 
what space you have should be assigned to master works. 
Nowadays admirable editions of the classics are being printed 
on India paper, permitting the world's great literature to be 
encompassed in the space of a few yards. 

Then there is another problem: children's books. For 
every child's room should have its library, with low shelves 
that are easy to reach and not too long, because children read 
slowly. It would contain the classics. Perhaps, too, some of 
those adult books which, possibly out of fear, have been rele- 
gated to children: Gulliver’s Travels. Robinson Crusoe, The 
Thousand and One Nights. 


What would constitute the ideal library? Mine corre- 


sponds exactly to my needs. Art does not dispel sorrows, it 
sublimates them. By describing our passions, it frees us from 
them. Not only will those friends called Montaigne, Tolstoi 
give you all they have, they will confide in you as often as you 
want. They will give you the leisure to digest their words, the

How to buy and arrange furniture

Buying your first furniture and arranging it for the first time 
in your first apartment (or house) is an enormous job, You 
have so many things to learn about furniture, decorating, your 
own taste and that of your husband. Your budget is always 
limited. And there are so many important decisions to make! 
But you needn't go through a nightmare of false starts, mis- 
takes or energy-sapping indecision. Start right now to keep an 


“Ideas Scrapbook” from magazines and advertisements (as all 


good decorators do). File these ideas in envelopes or folders 
labeled for different problems such as color, tables, windows, 
beds. narrow rooms, storage, etc. Your Ideas Scrapbook will 
be invaluable, but use only those ideas that fit in with your life 
and remember that they are guides rather than blueprints. 

How do you start—when you have empty rooms, only a 
few pieces of furniture offered by (or cadged from) the fami- 
ly, a limited budget and a case of trembles-in-the-knees ? 

STEP ONE is by developing an over-all plan. Don't try to 
decide the color of a wall or the shape of a chair until you 
have your general plan and know how the wall or the chair 
will fit into it. Rather, take your empty rooms one by one and 
list the activities to take place in each. For example, your liv- 
ing room: will you eat in it? will it double as a library? as 
a music room? as a radio-television room? will it be geared 
for big cocktail parties or small, intimate dinners? Listing 
the functions of each room will tell you which pieces of furni- 
ture you need in order to meet them. 

sTEP TWO takes you through your empty rooms to analyze 
them for good (or bad) architectural features. You will want 
to have furniture that helps you play up the good points 
and disguise the bad ones. Some of the problems to keep

How to make your 
own bookshelves 


His bookshelf and storage unit requires a minimum of construction. The 
j geram have no enclosed sides or top since the unit is intended to fit 
into a shallow recess (10" deep). Three-quarter-inch wood is used for the 
shelves and they are supported by two metal shelf supports fastened directly 
to the long wall and by a support fastened to cach of the end walls. These 
supports have movable brackets that allow you to adjust the shelves to any 
height you wish. The base cabinet (shown in the cross-section at the right, 
in sketch above) is enclosed on the ends, the front and top. The end pieces 
are solid boards and so is the top which serves as the first bookshelf. A solid 
board could be used for the front with openings for cupboard doors cut out 
as indicated, or it could be constructed of smaller pieces of lumber. The 
cupboard doors are hinged and circular pulls are used for knobs. White 
pine or plywood could be used if the wood is to be painted; birch, oak or ply- 
wood, if it is to have a natural or a stained wood finish. (For painting in- 
structions, see page 189, September House & Garden.) Dimensions are given 
on the drawing above.

W Thy don't you cap your dinner party with something unexpected and 

delicious? It is fun to combine liqueurs to suit your fancy, Experts 
have known for years that Benedictine and brandy have such an affinity 
for one another that they finally bottled them under the name of B and B. 
Similarly, liqueur-quality Scotch and Drambuie are sometimes served as 
S and D. But you can go further than that. In France, the combining of 
liqueurs is classified under the heading pousse-café. These drinks consist 
of layers (three, five or seven according to some mystic canon) of different 
liqueurs floated one on top of the other, the heaviest, or sweetest, at the 
bottom. If you have an eye for color and a diversified cellar, the result can 
be pretty as well as delectable. Here are some tips on what tastes well 
with what. Try them out at your next dinner party and let the guests 
ad lib their own suggestions. First concoct a B and B or a S and D, remem- 
bering to pour slowly against the side of the glass or dribble the liqueur 
over the back of a spoon. Or else try in the order mentioned (which you 
will drink, of course, in reverse) Créme de Cassis, Maraschino, cherry 
and Kirsch. Further affinities include brandy and mint (to which the

There are few mysteries about ar- 
rangement. Place your furniture so that 
it helps you do what you want in the 
room and so that it has a pleasing effect 
on you. You want a unified effect and 
you get this through your focal point 
the fireplace or a window view, a con- 
versation group or a piano. Try to mix 
straight and curved lines. Too many 
straight lines may give a stiff feeling; 
all curves may make you feel restless, 
Balance in mass is also important, so 
don’t bunch all the big pieces at one 
end of the room and all the small ones 
at the other. 


In a large room you might have 
conversation but 
range your furniture so that no one 
piece is isolated. Be sure you allow 
traffic lanes for easy access to closets 
and doorways and that your furniture 
will not have to be pulled out of posi- 
tion to be used. If you eat in the living 
room, place your dining table so that 
you don't have to disturb guests in or- 
der to set the table or to serve.

Bedrooms don’t usually give you 
arrangement choices. You can 
place the beds together, apart (with a 
bedside table between them), at right 
angles along two walls, against opposite 
walls or along an entire wall with a 
table in between. If you can avoid it, 
don't place them facing the light or in 
a draft. If there's room, a chaise long 
or reading chair and a small lamp 
table are fun; but don’t be unhappy if 
you have to settle for chests, a small 
slipper chair and a dressing table.

To show you how these principles 
work specifically, H & G follows a typ- 
ical Young Ideas couple furnishing an 
apartment in New York City’s Peter 
Cooper Village.

What's in a name? 


Claire Norton points out that the Latin names 


of plants can give you their capsule biographies 


hat's in a name? Everything. Shakespeare may have thought *A rose 
by any other name would smell as sweet" but gardeners like to know their 


plants by name. 


Even to the person with the slightest knowledge of Latin, Rosa 


bicolor tells at a glance that this flower is of two tones or shades, Rosa multiflora 


has many flowers and Rosa spinosissima is very spiny. 


In general the technical Latin or botanical names of plants you grow will 


tell you a lot about these plants, especially the specific names (the name of a 


species, in our binomial system the second Latin word, an adjective which modifies 


and agrees in gender with the first or generic name, which is a Latin noun). In 


many cases these Latin adjectives offer us hints as to the plant's culture. 


Take, for example, the specific 
name rupicolus or rupicola, meaning 
“growing on cliffs or ledges.” Any plant 
having such a name is adapted to grow- 
ing in the rock garden. Rupestris, again, 
refers to the rock-loving character of 
the plant, as does saxatilis, “found 
among rocks.” Thus the gardener is 
safe in selecting Penstemon rupicola, 
Veronica rupestris and Alyssum saxa- 


| tile for the rockery. 


A plant whose specific name is 
aquaticus or aquatilis, has some con- 
vater. It is a plant for the 
pool or poolside. One whose name is 
riparius came originally from a river 
bank, while rivalis and rivularis both 
refer to a plant’s brook-loving habits, 
and palustris to marsh-loving ones. 

Plants accustomed to extremely 
dry conditions have developed struc- 
tural and physiological adaptations 
which enable them to meet these con- 
ditions. Plants that have hairs on their 
leaves and stems most frequently fit 
into this classification and are good 
choices for gardens in the more arid 
sections of the country. Many technical 
terms are used to designate the degree 


| of pubescence (covering of soft hairs) 


that a plant may po . Some of 
these applied as specific names may 
be canescens, tomentosus, incanus, hir- 
sutus, pilosus, lanatus and villosus. 
These also are names to consider when 
gray-leaved plants are needed in the 
garden composition, Stachys lanata, 
Cerastium tomentosum and Veronica 
incana being examples. 

For protection, plants of the desert 
or desert-like areas oftentimes are 
clothed with spines. Spinosissimus, 
spinosus and spinulosus are terms com- 
monly applied to plants showing spi- 
nescence; hispidus and setigera, to 
acuteatus, to prickly ones. 
Succulence is yet another adaptation 
found frequently in desert plants. Suc- 
culentus and carnosus, fleshy; crassi- 
jolius, pachyphyllum and dasyphyllum, 
-leaved; obesus, fat, are names 
met in lists of cacti and succulents. 

Sometimes the specific names of 
plants refer to the countries from which 
they come: chilensis, from Chile; chi- 
nensis, or sinensis, from China; amu- 
rensis, from the region of the Amur 
River in Asia; sibiricus, from Siberia; 
africanus, from Africa; japonicus and 
yedoensis, from Japan; magellanicus, 
Straits of Magellan region. Still other 
terms are used as generalities, as al- 
pinus, Alpine; canadense and borealis, 
northern; tropicus, of the tropics; mon- 
tanus, from the mountains; occiden- 
talis, western; and orientalis, eastern. 


With some knowledge of geography, 
the gardener has a better idea whether 
or not a plant bearing such a name 
will grow happily in his garden. 

Still other plants commemorate in 
their names the men and women plant 
hunters, botanists and other workers 
whose untiring efforts have brought us 
our present knowledge of the flora of 
the world and have given us our gar- 
den flowers. Usually these are proper 
names followed by an i, as wilsoni and 
douglasi. Such names are more his- 
torically interesting than helpful when 
you select or grow that plant. The 
name is not always even in honor of 
its discoverer, but may be offered as 
a courtesy to some great botanist or 
collector. 

Certain specific names, such as 
sativus, tell us this plant has long been 
in cultivation, like Medicago sativa, 
alfalfa, grown as a forage crop, or 
Allium sativum, garlic, grown for food. 
Vulgaris means common and a great 
many plants bearing this specific name 
are weeds. Officinalis refers to plants 
with medicinal qualities, recognized in 
the pharmacopoeia, Here again the 
plants may be weedy, as Taraxacum 
officinale, the common dandelion, or 
Saponaria officinalis, Bouncing Bet. 
Arvensis pertains to cultivated fields 
and plants with this specific had better 
be watched. Wild mustard, Brassica 
arvensis, Canada thistle, Cirsium ar- 
vense, and creeping Jenny, Convolvulus 
arvensis, are all vicious weeds. 

Specific names offer a useful key 
to the color of the flowers, as xanthinus, 
yellow; aeneus, bronze-colored; al- 
bidus, albus and albiflorus, white; albi- 
cans, whitish; violaceus, violet; azure- 
us, sky-blue; viridiflorus, green-flow- 
ered. The flower of a plant whose spe- 
cific name is caeruleus will be dark 
blue; one whose name is roseus, rose 
or rosy; lilacinus, lilac; fulvus, tawny. 
Or the color key may apply to the foli- 
age, as argenteus, silvery; or rubifolius, 
red-leaved; to the stem, as rubicaulis, 
red, and albicaulis, white. 


Names can tell us, too, something 
about the growth characteristics of 
plants. Nanus is dwarf; praealtus, very 
tall. Obviously, plants bearing these 
terms will not occupy the same section 
of the border, Scandens denotes a 
climbing habit of growing; repens and 
reptans, creeping; caespitosus, tufted; 
pendulus, hanging; procumbens, trail- 
ing; patens or patulus, spreading; suf- 
frutescens, becoming somewhat shrub- 
by; arborescens, becoming tree-like. A 
plant with the name of pauciflorus can
